Proposed

NEAR the middle of Utah’s Great 
IN Sait Lake, almost out of sight of 
shore in all directions, small islands of 
timber have recently appeared, held 
above the water by spidery piling. 

As you stare from a train rolling 
straight across the lake on the longest 
trestle in the world, these man-built 
islands seem like water bugs standing 
tiny and lonely in the vast inland sea, 
Perhaps you can make out the figures of 
men, like auts, climbing one of the 
frames from a bobbing speck that is a 
boat. 

A Closer View 

If you were closer you would find that 
the piling of the “island” is topped by a 
plank platform, and down through the 
platform several vertical pipes disappear 
into the waves 15 feet below. Standing 
on the platform, technicians examine the 
piezometer tubes extending out of these 
pipes, and measure the settlement indi- 
cated by the pipes in relation to the 
island’s framework—-or perhaps operate 
a machine like a small drilling rig and 
bring up a long metal cylinder filled 
with clay. 


Stadying Bottom 


By these means they are studying the 
lake botiom, particularly the behavior 
of a heavy load of rock and gravel they 
dumped out of sight into the water under 
the framework to determine fundamental 
data concerning behavior of the under- 
lying clay, 


test island, standing out of the 
Great Salt Lake in Utah, technicians are 
probing the secrets of the lake. The pipes help 
them measure the settlement of an unseen fill 
they have poured under the water, and also 
tell them how much water is being forced out 
of the lake-bottom mud by pressure of the fill. 


Five of these timber islands are spaced 
in a distance of about 12 miles near the 
central part of the lake, which is 75 
miles long and about 31 miles wide, cov- 
ering some 2,000 square miles west of 
Ogden and the Wasatch Mountains, east 
of the Nevada desert. On these islands, 
and in a modern soil laboratory recently 
bailt at Promontory Point—which is a 
peninsula extending southward into the 
Jake—engineers and scientists are seek- 
ing the answer to a multi-million dollar 
question: 

“What would be the most economical 
way to place a fill across the central part 
of the Great Salt Lake, high enough, 
wide enough and strong enough to carry 
our trains?” 


Exploratory Only 

The work is exploratory only. No deci- 
sion has been reached. But the results 
of the exploration will soon be known, 
and will be reviewed by three of the top 
soil scietttists in the United States. Then, 
with the answer before us, and weigh- 
ing the costs, our railroad will decide 
whether or not to undertake the tre- 
mendous job of laying a fill some 13 
miles to connect the ends of existing 
shallower fills, thus by-passing the world- 
famous trestle. 
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The fijl] would be created, according 
to present tentative plans, by barging 
most of the reck and gravel out from a 
quarry and dumping it along the line 
of the timber islands—millions of tons 
of it—until the fill rises and splits the 
surface of the lake. It would then be 
widened and strengthened with huge 
rocks to protect the fill against the fury 
of the lake’s storms. 


Heavy Water 

Storms on the Great Salt Lake gener- 
ate waves that pound more heavily than 
ocean waves. Every five pounds of water 
in this lake is loaded with an additional 
pound of salt, about seven,times as much 
salt as in ocean water. This salt leaves 
a white rime on the timbers—sometimes 
in thick coatings that drip like snowy 
stalactites, or mushroom encrustations 
that may double the diameter of a piling 
where it enters the water. If water from 
this lake splashes on hands or face or 
clothing, and dries, a white crust will be 
left to brush off. The water is so much 
denser than a human body that a person 
cannot sink in it. The water weighs 78 
lbs. per cubic foot compared to normal 
weight of 6244 ths. for fresh water. It is 
so briny that no fish or other animal can 
exist in it, except one species of very 
smal] shrimp. 

Of all the obstacles encountered in 
constructing the original transcontinent- 
al railroad, only the Great Salt Lake 
successfully defied the pioneer builders. 


Cores of mud extracted from the floor of the 
lake are squeezed gently and scientificalty in 
this triaxial compression tester to see how 
much of a load the fake bottom could carry. 


The mile-high Sierra Nevada Mountains 
were conquered despite granite and 
snow. The dry, hot and desolate desert 
was spanned in record time. But when 
the Great Salt Lake blocked the way, 
our tracklayers detoured north of the 
lake, twisting and raising their track 
through the hills to meet the Union Pa- 
cific tracklayers at a place called 
Promontory (not te be confused with the 
present Promontory Point}. There they

drove a gold spike, May 10, 1869, link- 
ing the first rails across the nation. The 
tack rose tv an elevation 1,515 feet 
higher than the surface of the lake in 
order 10 get through the hills; but this 
had to be done, hecause the engineers 
of that era were not equipped to build a 
level trestle or fill across the lake — 
although the first proposal for such a 
project was made in 1868. 


Was Much Bigger 

The lake is about 4,200 feet above 
ocean level. Untold ages ago water 
was 1,000 ft. higher, covering what is 
now Salt Lake City to a depth of some 
900 feet. History of this earlier inland 
sea can still be read plainly in spectacu- 
lar horizontal lines which the ancient 
waters cut into the mountains that rise 
abruptly thousands of feet above the 
present lake. There on those horizuntal 
beaches the waves of the ancient sea 
lapped the shore. It was then 346 miles 
Jong and 145 miles wide. To walk around 
it was a journey of 2,250 miles. 

The marks of the ancient beaches were 
first described by Captain Bonneville in 
1831. In his honor the ancient.sea was 
named Lake Bonneville. 


of the Great Salt Lake’s bed is H. J. Willard, 
n engineer, Salt Lake Division. On the mount 
behind him is plainly visible the beach of ancient Lake Bonneville, 
of which the Great Salt Lake is only a small remnant. 


Lake Bonneville was swollen by the 
melting Ice Age until it overflowed to 
the north, cutting the canyon of the 
Snake River and escaping to the Pacific 
Ocean via what we now call the Colum- 
bis. The rush of water eroded the land 
to create what is now known as Red 
Rock Pass, until erosion was stopped by 
harder reck, and the lake once more was 
imprisoned without an outlet. Through 
drier ages the lake evaporated and 
shrank, leaving a whole series of beach 
markings on the mountains, until the 
water evaporated entirely, leaving only 
great salt beds that became forbidding 
deserts. The Great Salt Lake we know 
today began to be formed on one of 
these salt beds about 23,000 years ago 
from the runoff of the Jordan, Weber 
and Bear Rivers. 


Salt Washed Out 

In flowing across the higher lands 
toward the Jake these rivers and the 
rains washed the salt out of the plain 
which lies east of the’ Great Salt Lake, 
sloping down from the base of the tow- 
ering Wasatch Mountains. On those -fer- 
tile lands the Mormons settled when 
they arrived in’ 1847 under Brigham 
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Young. Others, in creaking, sun-faded 
wagons, moved on toward California, 
some north around the lake on the route 
our railroad later followed, seme south 
across the poisonous salt deserts. The 
Mormons stayed. It was they who named 
the Jordan River, connecting sweet Utah 
Lake to ihe south with the dead sea of 
the Great Salt Lake, like the Jordan 
River connects the Sea of Galilee and 
the Dead Sea of the old world. 

Clay Carried Down 

‘The waters that flewed down from the 
mountains to purify the land also car- 
ned with them some soft clay that set- 
ed on the bottom of the lake and com- 
bined with skeletons of the shrimp to a 
depth ranging from 20 to 60 feet, creat- 
ing the unstable foundation that is 
troubling engineers and scientists today, 
but which we now knew can be stabil- 
ized, 

Proposal is to squeeze the clay by suc- 
cessive wide loadings of sand and gravel 
until it becomes stiff enough to support 
a fill. The piczometer tubes show that 
much of the water can thus be removed, 
firming the clay considerably. 


Crust is Hard 
Under the clay is the ancient salt 
crust left by Lake Bonneville. This erust 
is rocksalt, so hard that the engineers 
have to use diamond drills to cut it and 
bring up cores for study. They have also 
pushed their drills down through the salt 


crust and have brought up cores of 
firmer clay that was deposited under it 
to an unknown depth on the floor of 
Lake Bonneville. 


Trestle Since 1904 

The famous trestle which the proposed 
fill may replace or supplement, was con- 
structed as part of the 103-mile Lucin 
cut-off. It was opened March 8, 1904, and 
thereby eliminated the climb around the 
north end of the lake, with its many 
curves that added up to the equivalent 
of 11 complete circles. The present lake 
crossing is nearly a straight line and al- 
most perfectly level, Phe distance he- 
tween shores of the lake ranges between 
30 and 32 miles (depending on the level 
of the lake which rises and falls with 
the seasons and with wet and dry cycles 
of years}. In this distance about four 
miles of track lies on Promontory 
Peninsula. The rest is built on fills or 
trestles, the original trestlework totaling 
22,94 miles, Part of the original trestle 
was filled, until today the Jength sup- 
ported on piling is 11.87 miles. Sixteen 
tiles have been double tracked, and in 
1945 Centralized Trafic Control was in- 
stalled for the entire distance, with re- 
mote control of track switches and sig- 
nals at the fingertips of the dispatcher 
seated at his desk in Ogden, 

When the cut-off across the lake was 
built, our builders expected that the 
trestles would give more trouble than 


“Going to Sea by Rail’ has long been a spectacular part of Southern Pacific's Qverland Route, 
where it crosses the Great Salf Lake on the longest railroad trestle in the world.

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the fills. The opposite was found to be 
true. The fills settled for years, and were 
badly battered by the heavy waves, need- 
ing continual building-up to maintain 
them and solidify them as they are to- 
day. The trestles, on the other hand, 
were hardly affected by the waves, which 
washed through them. The concentrated 
salt water actually “pickled” the piling 
to preserve them virtually forever. 

With the coming of heavier trains the 
trestle has been strengthened with addi- 
tional bracing. It is stronger than when 
it was built. 

Exploratory work has been going on 
for months to determine how to build a 
fill that may well be classed with the 
wonders of the world. On such a fill 
trains would be able to roll across the 
Great Salt Lake at normal speeds in- 
stead of under speed restrictions as on 
the trestle. More trains will be able to 
move, to serve “The Golden Empire,” 
fastest growing part of the nation. 


Five Subsidiaries 
Merged Into SP 


M ERGER of properties of five prin- 
cipal corporate. subsidiaries into 
Southern Pacific Company was an- 
nounced last month by President Rus- 
sell. There will be no change in service 
to the public, he said. 

Involved are the railroad lines of 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
Arizona Eastern Railroad Company, 
Dawson Railway Company, El Paso and 
Rock Island Railway Company and El 
Paso & Southwestern Railroad Company. 
The railroad lines of these five subsidi- 
aries extend for some 5,800 miles in Cali- 
fornia, Arizona and New Mexico, and 
comprise an important part of the South- 
ern Pacific Transportation System. 

Corporate existence of the subsidi- 
aries, now terminated, extends as far 
back as 1900 and their capital stock has 
long been wholly owned by Southern 
Pacific Company. Prior to the merger 
these lines were owned by the subsidi- 
aries but operated by Southern Pacific 
Company under lease. These lines now 
will be operated by Southern Pacific 
Company as its own property. 

Approval of this merger was granted 
by the stockholders of Southern Pacific 
Company on May 11, 1955, and by the 
LCC. July 18, 1955.

Main Employment Office 
Moves Into New Quarters 


‘THE employment office, under juris. 

diction of the Gperating Department, 
has now been relocated in spanking new 
quarters on the 7th floor at 110 Market 
Street, opposite the General Office. The 
new office, complete with sound-absorb- 
ent ceiling and partitions, fresh paint, 
and a partial view of San Francisco Bay, 
provides a functional and attractive 
point of reception for employment ap- 
plicants, 


In their new office, the staff now have 
a private interview room and a place 
where iyping, shorthand and other pre- 
employment tests may be given. 


Good Impression 

“The initial contact a prospective em- 
ploye has with the Company is usually 
through an employment office,” says H. 
W. Myers, supervisor of employment. 
“The impressions he receives there are 
most likely to remain with him. We have 
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developed our new San Francisco facili- 
ties as a first step in improving our em- 
ployment offices throughout the rail- 
road.” 


Variety of Functions 

The employment office at San Fran- 
cisco, however, performs a varicty of 
functions beyond what its name sug- 
gests. The 14-man staff, under Myers’ 
direction, is concerned with an expand- 
ing program touching on many phases 
of personnel training and development 
in addition to its responsibility for pro- 
curement of new manpower, and most 
eflective utilization of existing man- 
power on a system-wide basis. Along 
with the new functions, however, man- 
power procurement centinues to be one 
of the principal functions of the office. 
In existence since October 1950, when 
Myers was appointed to maintain a close 
survey on manpower needs on Pacific 
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Lines and to coordinate the work on di- 
visions and departments in the recruit- 
ing and placing of help, the employment 
office has increased its scope and staff 
each succeeding year. 


Serves Many 


Although a part of the Operating De- 
purtment, the office serves, in addition 
to operating divisions, genera} shops, 
etc. many of the other departments of 
the railroad and affiliated companies 
through initial interviewing and screen- 
ing of applicants for employment. Final 
hiring decision of course continues to 
rest with heads of the various depart- 
ments concerned. During the last five 
years the staff, using modern screening 
and interviewing techniques, has handled 
approximately 28,000 job applicants. 

Under the direction of Ben Tipton, em- 
ployment analyst, is the administration 
of a training and development program 
for middie and upper level supervisors 
in the Operating Department and for 
recognition of employes helow these 
Jevels who show outstanding potential 
for advancement. Records are kept of 
each man’s progress and his readines 
for advancement, as his knowledge and 
training increase. 


Other important responsibilities of the 
employment office include a continuing 
program of improved employe selection 
and induction methods throughout the 
yailroad, using a “Campus-on-Wheels” 
car described in the December 1954 
Bulletin, administration of metheds and 
procedures for maintenance of personal 
records and review of personal records 
of all new employes entering service in 
the Operating Department.

SP Men, Women Generously 
Responding to Fund Appeals 


HE dollars are flowing out of the 

pocketbooks and hearts of SP rail- 
roaders all over our System in response 
to the various fund raising drives now 
under way in the many communities 
we serve. We had expected to be able 
to make a nearly complete report at this 
Ume, but the returns are still coming 
in, so it would not be fair to call the 
results anywhere near final. 


Outstanding Jobs 

Tt is evident that committees working 
on the various campaigns are doing out- 
standing jobs, and that results are es- 
pecially good where an organized effort 
has been made to contact each of us 
personally. 

Employes in Tucson have contributed 
a total of $10,752, which is considerably 
more than twice the total amount raised 
in that city last year. Average contribu. 
tion per employe is $9.12. 

The campaign in the General Office 
is almost complete, with 98% of the em- 
ployes having given as of October 31. 
Total then was $47,865, an increase of 
18.8% over the amount given last year, 

Already the Western Division em- 
ployes have contributed $13,700 to the 
United Bay Area Crusade, and 3,900 
more are still to be heard from. 


Average of $13 

Our subsidiary the San Diego & Ari- 
zona Eastern Railway is doing an out- 
standing joh with an average contribu- 
tion of $13 per employe. 

Employes at Klamath Falls, Oregon, 
have contributed more than six times 
what they gave last year, an example 
of what can be accomplished through 
organization, 

The employes at Coos Bay-North 
Bend, Oregon, have contributed more 
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than three times what they gave last 
year, and about 50 per cent beyond their 
quota, 

On the Coast Division the San Jose- 
Santa Clara area has heen especially 
generous, having contributed $4,471, 
which already is $1,000 more than a 
year ago, with 270 employes still to be 
asked. 

At Ogden a total of $6,125 had been 
taised to October 21, with 353 more to 
be contacted. The goal of $7,000 seems 
to be within reach, although it was a 
big increase from last year’s total of 
$4,877.

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Ever See Pinhead 
260 Feet Across? 


That's Power 
OF our New 


Microscope 


VER see a pinhead magnified until 
it is 260 feet across? We've got the 
instrument which can produce such ter- 
rifie magnifications. It’s an electron 
microscope, installed last month in our 
Sacramento General Laboratory. It will 
be able to peer down almost into the 
molecular structure of oils and fuels and 
help us run our diesel locomotives even 
more efficiently by studying the tiniest 
spets of imperfection. 


Employs Electrons 


The electron microscope throws 
streams of electrons through a very thin 
sample of the material to be viewed, ac- 
cording to Paul Y. Garin, our engineer 
of research and mechanical standards. 
The streams of electrons are focused by 
electrical coils, as beams of light are 
focused by lenses in an optical micro- 
scope, and after the beams pass through 
the sample they are widcly spread out, 
projecting an enlarged shadow image on 
a fluorescent screen. This image, whicl: 
may be as much as 15,000 times the di- 
ameter of the sample, is photographed by 
a camera, and the photograph can be 
enlarged until magnification is increased 
up to 50,000 times. 


Really Two Billion 


The measure of this magnification is 
along the diameter of the sample viewed. 
Measured in relative areas the magnifi- 
cation is practically 2,000,000,000 (1wo 
billion)

ments of otherwise invisible particles in 
cheaper types of fuel oils, to help deter- 
mine if they will generate power effi- 
cicatly when burned. 


Onc of Latest 


The microscope is one of the latest of 
its kind, and is surpassed by no other 
microscope on any railroad in America, 
Garin says. By its use the SP General 
Laboratory, supervised by Chief Chemist 
B. F. Kline, will enter a new field of re- 
search and usefulness. The microscope 
will have immediate use at the labora- 
tory, as well as countless future applica- 
tions to special problems. 

The microscope has been installed in 
a building whieh is being especially air 
conditioned, with an electronic precipi- 
tater to eliminate any dust that might 
be in the air—and that might look like 
bouncing basketballs in the microscope!

Our Drivers 
Are Safer! 


UR PMT truck drivers in Arizona, 

New Mexico and as far east as El] 
Paso, Texas, are much safer drivers than 
average, if an award made by the 43rd 
National Safety Congress in Chicago 
last month is an indication. Our drivers 
turned in reports of only .09 accidents 
per 100,000 miles of operations, ten 
times better than the average .96 ratio 
for the 43 common carrier fleets of eom- 
parable size. 

Our central district inter-city fleet had 
an accident ratio of .66, compared with 
average of .70 in its class, based on each 
100,000 miles of driving. 

During the contest period PMT over- 
the-road operations totaled in excess of 
10,315,000 miles with accident ratio of 
.64, compared with average of .85 for all 
the 154 fleets in the inter-city group. 

PMT is now the third largest truck- 
ing company in the uation,

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Mysterious Fires 
In Cotton Explained 


‘RHE puzzle of why fires start in cot- 

ton shipments inside railroad box 
cars has heen solved by Stanford Re- 
search Institute in a study made for 
Southern Pacific Company. 

Basic causes are two types of friction, 
the Institute reported. These are metal 
against metal, as bale bindings rub each 
other in transit, and cotten rubbing on 
wood parts of the box car. 

Oddly enough, cotton rubbing on 
wood sometimes starts the wood burning 
first, the researchers found. 

Causes had been a puzzle because 
when cars whose colton cargoes had 
caught fire were opened up, the “evi- 
dence” was destroyed. This problem was 
overcome by the 14-month study's resort 
to laboratory sleuthing as well as field 
methods. 

Southern Pacific is making results of 
the first scientific approach to the prob- 
Jem available to the cotton industry, 
other rail carriers and interested com- 
panics.

Last Steam Engine Surrenders 
To Modern Diesels at Portland 


66 OODBYE, 5021,” headlined the 

Portland Oregonian in an edi- 
torial last month, marking the end of 
steam power on the northern tip of our 
railroad. Engine 5021, a three-cylinder 
locomotive officially known as “Southern 
Pacific Type,” pulled proudly out of the 
city at the head ‘of a freight train. Engi- 
neer A. B. Clancy declared she was “just 
as good as the day she was built” in the 
American Locomotive Works in Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., 1926. 


Locomotives of this type were the 
largest non-articulated steam locomo- 
tives on our railroad. AH but No. 5021 
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have been scrapped or partially dis- 
mantled. She has heen promised to 
Southern California Chapter, Railway & 
Locomotive Historical Society, to be pre- 
served as a spectacular relic of almost 
a century of steam on Southern Pacific. 


“We are gratified in the manner of 
her passing,” the newspaper editorial- 
ized. “She did not roll away to the scrap 
heap, her boiler cold and pistons dead, 
coupled ignominiously behind a cocky 
young diesel, the way so many of her 
sisters have gone. She went a-working, 
the oil fire roaring in her firebox, her 
bell and number plates and headlight 
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glistening, her three mighty cylinders 
chuffing easily, contemptuous of the 
load. 

“There is nothing quite like a steam 
locomotive for glamor in motion. From 
belching stack to flashing drivers, from 
bluff and ugly snout to the light of the 
flames flickering beneath the cab, a 
steam engine is a thing of strength and 
mystery and excitement. And when is 
added to these the smell of smoke and 
steam and hot metal and grease, and 
the sound of the whistle and the clang 
of the bell and the clank of side rods 
and the puffing and hissing of the com- 
pressor, the effect on the senses is over- 
whelming. 

“The diesel, however, more than 
makes up in efficiency what it lacks in 


romance. Its advantage in economy of 
operation and maintenance over the 
steam engine is immense. This is a com- 
petitive world, and railroads cannet sur- 
vive on sentiment. 

“This is but another chapter in a con- 
tinuing and endless story. . . . There is 
no slowing the march of progress, and 
each man in his time perferce must fall 
in step with it.” 

Our railroad expects to be completely 
dieselized in about three years. Even 
then, however, we may store some steam 
locomotives in reserve, to be brought out 
and used in periods of unusually heavy 
traffic when our diesel fleet may be un- 
able to handle all the load. Those oc- 
casions will be loved by steam rail fans! 


Death Claims Author Harry Bedwell 


PANY on our railroad will learn 
with sorrow of the death of Harry 
Bedwell, Los Angeles and Portland Di- 
vision telegrapher and noted writer of 
railroad fiction, at his home in Nevada 
City, Calif, October 4 of heart disease. 
He was interred at Whittier, Calif., ac- 
cording to word from his good friend 
W. F. (Bi) Knapke, former LA Divi- 
sion conductor. 

Harry is well remembered as author 
of Priority Special, a railroad scenario 
presented on the SP’s Main Line radio 
program of a few years back. The play 
was repeated by popular demand and 
later our railroad had it printed in book- 
let form for general distribution. He will 
also be remembered by thousands of 
G.l’s who read and enjoyed his book, 
The Boomer, of which the Federal Gov- 
ernment had 250,000 copies printed for 
the armed forces. He wrote many rail- 
road stories that have become magazine 
classics. 

Harry had a “feeling” for the railroad, 
as shown in the following paragraph 
from @ personal letter about his first job 
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on our railroad at Bertram, Los Angeles 
Division, in 1907: 

“Bertram was a lone, yellow telegraph 
office set on the sand, with the rails and 
semaphore before it and the dun colored 
desert sloping down from behind. The 
trains slammed by, seldom stopping, and 
then the silence would come back and 
the sun shine furiously or the stars wink 
impudently. Nothing else—except, if you 
stayed long enough, there did seem to 
be something. Something that came in, 
out of the silence, that you could almost 
touch.” 

If this unseen “something” was the 
spirit of railroading, Harry felt it, and 
he brought it to life for the hundreds of 
thousands of rail fans who will never 
forget his many stories and the famed 
character of Eddie Sands he created. 
He left Southern Pacific to work for 
Pacific Electric and other railroads, then 
came back to us December 2, 1942, after 
which he was with our railroad as te- 
legrapher on Los Angeles Division 10 
years, and Portland Division until he re- 
tired because of age, April 29 this year.

NEW railroad track maintenance 

machine, which our railroad has 
built and considers the only one of its 
kind, made its debut fast month in the 
snow sheds of the High Sierra. 

The device is a close-quarters mechan- 
ical scooper for digging up old ballast 
along track in tunnels. Simultaneously 
with removing hefouled ballast for re- 
placement, the scooper passes the 
crushed stone to small hopper cars for 
later dumping. 


Simpler 

The new single operation suppiants 
the customary two-phased practice, in 
which the ballast is first loosened by 


New stones for old in one of our tunnels, as 
our unique close-quarters ballast machine goes 
into operation. Old ballast, rained into hopper 
car, foreground, will go out of tunnel for 
dumping. View ‘on opposite page shows the 
“business end of the machine, including the 
big cutting wheels that dig up the ballast. 
The buckets pass the stones to the endiess belt 
which drops the ballast into the two hopper 
cars (filted in this picture}. 


hand shovels and then loaded inte wheel- 
barrows and trundled off. 

Tight confincs of a tunnel or snow 
shed are no problem for the scooper. It 
moves on rails, with its hopper cars. 

The operator of the gasoline-powered 
scooper noses it into a tunnel, He wings 
out hydraulically controlled digging 
wheels on cither side until they are 
poised over the strips of ballast on both 
sides of the track. 

The toothed cutting wheels, rotating 
vertically, crunch into the ballast, loos- 
ening it down to 444 inches below the 
bottoms of the crossties. 

At the same time, the loosened stones 
are swept up into the scooper. By a 
cross-conveyor belt in the machine, they 
are moved into a hopper where buckets 
on an endless chain pick them up. These 
buckets pass the old ballast out to the 
hopper cars behind the separate scooper 
machine, 

When the two hopper cars are filled, 
they are taken out of the tunnel for 
dumping. 

Two “Passes” 

After the scooper makes its initial 
“pass” through a tunnel, only the ballast 
between the crossties inside the rails 
remains to he loosened. This is done by 
men or machines. They remove it side- 
ways into the cleared strips left by the 
scooper along the outer sides of the rails. 

The seooper then makes a second 
“pass,” this time picking up this addi- 
tional old ballast and digging down an- 
other 344 inches into the original ditch. 

New ballast then can be spread.

If you 
are using a glass baking dish, allow 1 
hour and 20 miautes; if you are using a 
metal disk, allow 20 minutes longer.

rinsed in cold water. Put to chill in re- 
frigerator. At same time chill remaining 
gelatin in bowl. 


Add 14 teaspoon ginger to 2 packages 
Philadelphia cream cheese and work 
with fork until smooth. When gelatin in 
bowl starts to congeal, beat it with an 
egg beater. When fluffy, add the creamed 
cheese and the pears cut in large pieces, 
Pour this mixture on top of gelatin 
layer in pan. Chill. 


To serve, loosen edges with knife, 
place pan in warm water for a few sec- 
onds, then turn upside-down on platter. 
Serve with mayonnaise mixed with
